Aterday the 25. of September , 1642, the Lord 
Strange having the fortnightpaſt drawnto Har- 
rington great Forces of Horſe and Foot, was fea 
red to have intended ſomthing againſt our town, 
yet could not anycertainty (by any ſure ground 
of appearance) be gathered, yet upon that night 
about tenof the clock, a letter came from Warringren atorefajd; 
intimatingthatthe Lo: wp autor. with great poy- 
er todiſarme us, this was ſeconded, and that foure great pieces 
upon cariages were on the way, & his purpoſe wasto affault the 
 Townevery early in the morning. This wrought in as 
feare and a generall aſtoniſhment,there being in our towne ſome 
few gentlemen, Maſter Hellaude, Maſter Edgerton, Maſter Dun- 
kefienld, Maſter Booth, Maſter Hide, Maſter Roſworme a Ger- 
man, whom God hath ſent into our Towne little before, who 
the night before had finiſhed the mud-walls and chains, that 
were done by his directions at the ſeverall paſſages of our town: 
Alfo Captain Br-4/-aw.T heſe being preſent in Town,coolulted 
about an houre with the chiete of the Towne, and then it »was 
concluded that the drum ſhould beat up, thebells ring croſſe to

Although there is nothing more defireaþle taus whether we 
look upon our own particulars, or the preſent diſtraftions and 
dangers of our Countrey, then that all our concluſions may con- 
duceto a quiet and peaccable ſertlementfor the cffefting where- 
of weare notat alli inſenſible how neceſſary it is tor us to hold 
concurrance with thoſe Gentlemen with whom in all our con- 
ſuirations hitherto we have communicated ta the ſame end: yet 
inaſmuch as thoſe Articles hereunto annexed being as we con- 
ccive, totally againſt the priviledges of Parliament, and the 
Proreſtation we have already taken, and no way at all tending 
to the peace, but rather tothe expoſing of us to more inſuing 
dangers, being that it is a lundamentall liberty of Parliament, to - 
ſend for Delinquenes in ſuch a way as they ſhall ſce needtull; and 
we conceive that the eight Article doth direRly and plainly op- 
poſe it, being that now the Dchmquents are ſo itrong that they w 
canoor be ſent for inan ardinary way of py we there- 
fore hold our ſelves neceſſarily obliged as well in diſcharge of 
our ſclyes, as duty to. our Countrey, uterly to difayow the ſaid 
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
